Throughout  the  course  there  will 
be  emphasis  on  helping  volunteers 
to  clarify  their  own  feelings  about 
their  roles  as  volunteers. 

Sessions  will  be  based  upon  both 
presentation  by  the  instructor  and 
active  participation  by  class 
members.
